At this stage a detachmeat 
of ‘Mounted Police appear on the 
scene, riding hard to the rescue of 
the white men. The Indians fire at 
them and one Mountie is wounded, 
whilst attempting to rescue a pioneer 
who is being tortured’ by two Indians. 
A ‘comrade rides to his aid, killing 
the Indians, and lifts him behind -him 
on his (the rescuer’s horse),:engaging 
again in the fight withthe: Indians. - 
The ‘Police overcome the ‘Indians-and 
round them up, the officer in’ charge 
telling them what the intends to do_ 
with them, A’Mountie-is sent to’ see 
if the Police wagon’ is in sight and to 
guide it to the scene of the fight. The 
‘wagon arrives, the dead and. wounded 
pioneers and Indians are placed. in it, 
the Police form escort round the pris-. 
oners, after disarming them, and the 
party march away to the fort. :

SURPLUS GRAIN IS 
ELEVATOR PRORERTY 


Judgment Delivered in Exchequer 
Court Likely to Be Appealed 


Ottawa, June 26—Under judgment 
delivered by Mr. Jusice A. K. Mac 
Lean, in exchequer court yesterday, 
terminal elevator companies are en- 
titled to surplus grains at stock-taking 
in the terminal elevators during Aug: 
ust of each year. 

The judgment held that sub-section 
seven, section ninety-five of the 
Canadian Grain Act to be ultra vires 
of the federal parliament, in that it 
involved property and _ civil rights. 
The jurisdiction was therefore pro- 
vincial. 

The case in question was one in 
which the attorney-general of Canada 
brought actions against the Eastern 
Terminal Elevator company, Limited, 
which operates elevators at Fort 
William and Port Arthur. Thecrown 
sought the delivery of a _ definite 
quanity of certain grains, being the 
surplus on hand in the elevators at 
the end of the year 1920, or as an 
alternative, the sum of $43,431. 

The company claimed that the dif- 
ference between what came into the 
elevator and that for which terminal 
warehouse receipts were issued must 
be attributable to grain recovered 
from dockage or screening and was 
earned by the elevator as payment jn 
kind or in lieu of the tariff charges, 
and was, therefore, the property of 
the company. 

“I am of the opinion, though not 
free from doubt,” said Mr. Justice 
MacLean in giving his judgment, 
“that the contention made by defen- 
dant is well founded and that de- 
fendant is entitled to a deduction of 
any grain recovered from the balance 
of screenings, returns for which were 
made to the owners in cash pay: 
ments.” 

It is probable that the case will be 
carried to the privy council.

HOW DANIEL WEBSTER GOT HIS 
FEE 


As a lawyer, it is said! that Daniel 
Webster never lost a single case in 
the courts during his whole life. The 
secret of all these legal victories was 
in the fact of his thorough prepara- 
tion for each and every suit, regard- 
less of its nature or importance. 
Webster would prepare just as thor- 
oughly for a small case as he would 
for one to be argued before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

On one oacasion he was employed 
as attorney in a somewhat unim- 
portant casa in one of the lower 
courts, but soon discovered that the 
suit involved some technical ques- 
tions, and on the whole was extremely 
complicated. In order that he might 
fully inform ‘himself on all the ques- 
tions involved, he spent several days 
in the big libraries of Boston, and 
even journeyed to Philadelphia for 
information. Of course, he won the 
suit, but the fee received didn’t even 
pay his travelling expenses while 
Studying the case. 

A few months afterward he was 
passing through Philadelphia. ‘An 
old friend of this rushed up to him, 
and in an excited tone, said, “Daniel, 
I want you to come to the _ court- 
house immediately. I learned you 
were coming through here and I’ve 
been watching for you. I have a 
big case here in court and I want you 
for my attorney.” 

Webster went, and to his surprise 
the case was identically like the one 
in which the fee was so small. But 
because he had fully prepared him- 
self in the smaller case he was pre- 
pared for this one. Being already 
acquainted with all the principles in- 
volved, he proceeded at once, argued 
the case, won it, and received for his 
fee two thousand, five hundred dol- 
lars,

EXCELLENT PAPER MADE 
FROM WESTERN STRAW 


Samples Produced by Swedish Process 
Show Great Possibilities 


Tests made by the forest products 
laboratories of the forestry branch of 
the department of the Interior, Otta- 
wa show that an excellent grade of 
paper can be made from western 
wheat and barley straw. 

Howard Stutchbury, trade commis- 
sioner for Alberta, has exhibited 
samples of kraft paper which had 
been produced in an experimental way 
at the Montreal laboratories of the 
forestry branch and the report cover- 
ing the experiments is. satisfactory. 
the Blaache Wiig, a Swedish process, 
was used in producing the samples 
Mr. Stutchbury has, and the repori 
states that “there seems no reason to 
believe that any operating difficulty 
would be encountered in adapting it 
to commercial operation.” 

The report, which is a preliminary 
one, and which is prepared by E. P. 
Cameron of the pulp and paper divis- 
ion, Ottawa, adds: “From the writer's 
general knowledge of the operating 
costs of newsprint mills in Eastern 
Canada and of the conditions under 
which a well situated and equipped 
stiaw paper mill would probably op- 
erate in Western Canada,, it is his 
opinion that straw newsprint could be 
produced by sich a plant at a some- 
what lower co3t than that being pro- 
duced by the newsprint mills in East- 
ern Canada from coniferous woods.” 

There will be further experiments 
on a larger scale, and Mr. Stutchbury 
is very hopeful that there is here the 
germ of what will prove of untold 
value to ihe whole of the prairies.

SALVAGE WORK DIFFICULT 


There are now only 154 bars of gold 
worth $1,200,000 on the wreck of the 
Laurenitc, which was sunk during the 
war, and the salvage ship Racer will 
shortly endeavor to recover this, said 
Commander G. C. C. Damant in the 
course of a lecture at the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers, London. 

Four boxes of gold weighing 140 
pounds @ach were recovered in such 
short time when the work started 
that it seemed as if operations would 
be finished in a week. A fierce gale 
sprang up, however, and the wreck 
collapsed, making salvage work very 
difficult. Of the 3,211 bars which 
went down with the ship, 3,057 have 
been recovered during operations ex- 
tending over six summers at acost 
of two and one-half percent.

HOW THE ENGLISH 
MAKE TOFFEE 


Old-Fashioned Candies Are Best For 
the Young Folk 


Speaking of children, was there 
ever a child who didn’t like toffee? 
If more of these old-fashioned can- 
dies were made at home there would 
be fewer cases of spoilt stomachs in 
our households and fewer young men 
and women who take tablets for “‘in- 
digestion.” = 

The best toffee {s made in this man- 
ner: Mix four jcups of brown sugar 
and half a cup of corn syrup with half 
a cup of water, and put on the fire, 
stirring carefully until all the sugar 
is dissolved. Let this come to a boil 
and then take off the fire and add 
four tablespoons of butter. Put the 
mixture back on the stove once more 
and boil until the butter has  pene- 
trated! throughout the candy. Pour 
onto a greased enamelled ware tray 
of any kind and, as the candy cools, 
mark it into squares. When it has 
hardened break these apart and wrap 
each piece separately in wax paper. 
Incidentally, you will find the labor of 
“cleaning up” is a great deal less if 


you have used an enamelled ware 
saucepan for the cooking, since even 


the stickiest mixtures do not adhere 


long to its porcelain-like surface.

MANY BENEFITBY ° ~ 
OLD AGE PENSIONS 


“London, June 26.—A quarter of a 
million elderly persons in Great Brit- 
ain will benefit as aresult of the ex- 
tension of the old age pension scheme 
which has received the approval of 
the house of commons. 

‘Phillip Snowden, chancellor of the 
exchequer, when introducing the 
necessary financial resolution today, 
said single persons having an income, 
not necessarily earned, of 25 shillings 
weekly will ‘be entitled to 10s pension 
weekly, and married :couples whose 
income is 50s weekly: will be entitled 
to one pound sterling jointly a week. 
The cost of the additional scheme 
will be £4,000,000 in the first year, but 
will rise to £7,000,000. 

The proposals, said the minister, in 
nowise could be regarded as a final 
settlement of the problem of old age 
pensions. He hoped shortly to sub- 
mit a scheme of mothers’ and widows’ 
pensions and reduce the age limit to 
65.

THE B. C. ELECTIONS 


The result of the general election in 
’ British Columbia is not very decisive, 
_ and has some curious features about 
it. The Liberals have a precarious 
. majority, dependent to some extent 
on independent Liberals, whose sup- 
port for the party cannot be counted 
on too confidently. The Conserva- 
tives have increased their numbers, 
and the second strongest party in the 
Legislatufre. The new Provincial 
_ Party have completely and rather 
surprisingly failed to elect their 
candidates. They have only three 
representatives in the new house, 
They obtained quite a substantial 
number’ of votes throughout the 
province, but not enough to win their 
contests. This result would seem to 
indicate that new parties of any kind 
have a very difficult task to overcome 
the traditional adherence of most 
citizens to one or other of the old 
parties. 

The Liberal majority in the Legis- 
lature represents only about one 
third of the voters, which is an un- 
satisfactory result, due to the fact of 


there being at least four parties in 
the coalition. It will no doubt be used 
as an argument by those who favor 


proportional representation as against 
the present method, but proportional 
representation has drawbacks of its 
own, chiefly in the nature of compli- 
cation and confusion. 

The striking feature about the 
election is that the leaders of both 
the chief parties have been heavily 
defeated. Mr. Oliver, the Premier, and 
Mr. Bowser, the leader of the Con- 
servative opposition, both failed to 
be elected and failed by large major- 
ities. From this it may be argued 


that the electors considered that it 
is not policies but personalities that 


need changing in the public life of 


British Columbia, which is much what 
has been pointed out repeatedly of 


late. It is difficult to find any essen- 
tial difference in the rival policies of 
the parties, and that being so, the 
essential thing is to elect competent 
and honest men. Apparently the 
electors of British Columbia are not 
satisfied that either Mr. Oliver or 
Mr. Bowser answer to such a_ des- 
cription. General McRae, leader and 
creator of the Provincial Party, has 
been elected by a narrow margin, 


which again seems to be the result of 
his personal qualities rather than his 


distinctive policy. 

It is to be hoped that the lesson of 
the defeat of the leaders will be taken 
to heart by the politicians in general, 
and that they will realize that the 
need of the present time is not any 
highly original os striking policy, but 
quiet, honest, efficient government, 
proving its ‘character by reduced 
debts, lower taxes and balanced bud- 
gets. The government which achiev- 
es such results in actual practice and 
not merely in election promises, may 
call itself by any name it likes, but it 
will probably receive the support of 
the majority of the citizens.

THE LESSONS OF THE 
POSTAL STRIKE 


It is to be hoped that the result of 
the postal strike will be to direct gen- 
eral attention to the civil service of 
Canada generally. The condition of 
that service is not satisfactory. No- 
body wants increased expenditure and 
taxation, and yet it is quite possible 
to argue that in the ‘case of the civil 
service there is economy at the wrong 
end, and unwise economy at that. It 
ig well known that the real govern- 
ment of any country is more in the 
hands of the permanent officials than 
of the politicians in the governments 
and legislatures. It is the permanent 
officials who carry on the day to day 
routine, which attracts Httle public 
attention and yet in the mass is of 
vital importance to the people as a 


whole. Inefficient, und.rpaid perman- 
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ent officials mean bad government, 
which irritates and provokes private 
citizens at numerous points. 

In this respect Great Britain and the 
United States are in sharp ‘contrast 
The British Civil Service is recruited 
entirely by competitive examination 
and is free from anything in the 
nature of merely political and per- 
sonal jnfluence. It is admittedly 
highly efficient and honest, the beet 
civil service in the world. The United 
States cviil service is recruited large- 
ly by political election. Its members 
obtain their posts by the glibness of 
their tongues or their activity in 
party politics, and are constantly be- 
ing changed with the «changes in 
popular feeling As a result they are 
neither experienced, efficient, nor im- 
paritai, and the really very serious 
troubles that affect the administration 
of government in the United States at 
present spring largely frcm the weak- 
ness of the civil service. 

In Canada we have far too long re- 
cruited our civil service as a sort of 
modified imitation of the United Stat- 
es model. We do not elect our civil 
servants by periodical political cam- 
paigns, but we allow a large propor- 
tion of them to be appointed on 
purely personal and political grounds 
by the elected politicians, It is 
mainly the lower grades of the serv- 
vice that are recruited by a some 
what crude system of examination, 
and these lower grades are neither 
well paid nor have they any reliable 
prospect of good work being rewarded 
by promotion to the higher posi- 
tions. That is entirely wrong. It 
leads to discontent and agitation such 
as produced the postal strike. Where 
circumstances are favourable to such 
things, it leads to dishonesty. 

It is time the whole question of the 
civil service was re-considered, and 
put on a basis of competitive examin- 
ations both for entrance and subse- 
quent promotion. What we want is 
an expert professional service, well 
enough paid and with prospects of 
promotion good enough to attract a 
thoroughly sound type of man.. Under 
the existing circumstances the sur- 
prising thing is that the service is 
as well manned as it is. Considering 
the conditions civil servants as a 
whole give to the public a more Joyal 
and generous standard of service 
than the public might justifiably ex- 
pect. That is a fact which the public 
would do well to recognize. 


SOUTH AFRICA AND THE EMPIRE 


The defeat of the Smuts govern- 
ment in South Africa may well pro- 
duce a crisis of the utmost impor- 
tance in the Empire. Though the re 
publican and separatist aspect of the 
Nationalist Party’s policy was to a 
large extent veiled during the elec- 
tion campaign, there is hardly any 
doubt as to the real wishes and ten- 
dencies of that party. It is the old 
anti-British Dutch party in its most 
narrow and reactionary form. The 
alliance with the Labour Party and 
{ts dependence on the Labour Party 
may and pobably will put a curb on 
the extreme Dutch policy, since the 
Labour Party is cosmopolitan and in- 
ternational rather than Dutch in its 
outlook. In fact, the alliance is an un- 
natural one. ‘The Dutch party is a 
party of farmers with all the preju- 
dice of farmers who own their land 
against intereference with their in- 
dividual rights. The Labour party 
nominally at any rate is socialistic in 
its leanings. It was the Dutch far- 
mers who rallied to the support of 
General Smuts’ government and put 
down by force of arms the Labour ris- 
ing on the Rand at Johannesburg af- 
ter the war. That is a fact which the 
extreme Labour men will not lightly 
forget. 

For the time, therefore, it is unlike- 
ly that the Nationalist-Labour alliance 
will force any crisis with respect to 
imperial relations. Fortunately also 
there does not seem to be any imme- 
diate prospect of any great imperial 
questions requiring decision or ac- 
tion. If the present situation in South 
Africa had existed in 1914, it might 
well have cost the British Empire the 
loss of part at any rate of South 
Africa. Moreover, it is possible that 
General Hertzog, the Nationalist lead- 
er, may be influenced by the sarne 
considerations that have had their 
effect on other men in something like 
his position. To be Premier of a 
South Africa which is a Dominion of 
the Empire is a far more honourable 
and influential position in the world 
than to be Premier of a_ possibly 
divided South Africa, which !s merely 
a sparsely populated and isolated in- 
dependent community, with grave 
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problems menacing it in respect of 
the native population, the need of cap- 
ital for development, and potential: 
threats from the European powers 
desperately anxious for colonies. Gen- 
eral Hertzogmay be quite ready to 
take up an antl-British attitude for 
the purpose of gaining Dutch votes at 
an election against General Smuts. He 
may well hesitate to commit himself 
to the hazardous policy of definite 
separation from the Empire. We may 
therefore see nothing worse than 
aggressive assertions of autonomy— 
which nobody disputes—and studied 
avoidance of co-operation in imperial 
projects. 

If that is all that happens, we in 
Canada need not worry about South 
Africa. We have our own equivalents 
to General Hertzog, only somewhat 
feebler and Jess worthy of anything 
resembling respect.

The Albertan refers to the resig- 
nation of B. Guss Porter as a haughty 
gesture. He resigned as a protest 
over the mock trial of Murdock. We 
wonder what the Albertan would call 
the brave attitude of Murdock in de- 
manding a full investigation into all 
the question of his withdrawal of 
funds from.the Home Bank, the de- 
mand being made after it was appar- 
ent that the guilt or innocence would 
be established on a party vote. 


A weekly states that Murdock was 
cleared by ‘a very decisive vote.” Of 
course it was decisive. If a “de 
cisive” clearing vote had not been 
assured him, he would not have asked 
for a full and complete investigation. 
At the same time there is such a 
thing as being cleared of a charge 
without being cleared of the stain. 


H. W. Wood is speaking on behalf 
of the farmer candidate in the 
Grouard riding. He states that he is 
not bringing the Wheat Pool into 
Provincial politics and is very indig- 
nant at papers that suggest he is. That 
may or may not be his wish, but to 
anyone it is evident that when the 
President of the Wheat Pool stumps 
in a provincial election, it will be im- 
possible to keep the pool out of poli- 
tics.

Activity In Southern Alberta 

Considerable activity in Southern 
Alberta is noticed this spring. Among 
the large development projects is the 
building of the C.P.R. branch line 
from Kipp to the Little Bow River, 
traversing the new Lethbridge Nor- 
thern irrigation project. The C.P.R. 
is also building a large irrigation dam 
at Kimball for its system in that dis- 
trict. The Calgary gas company is 
spending $600,000 in the construction 
of a gas pipe line from the Foremost 
field to connect with its line from the 
Bow Island field supplying Southern 
Alberta towns as well as Calgary and 
Lethbridge with gas. A new Indian 
school is being erected on the Blood 
Indian Reserve near Cardston. 


Alberta to Chicago by Phone 
Further extension of phone connec- 
tion between Alberta and distant 
parts of the continent has been estab- 
lished. Last year the opening of the 
new long distance line from Alberta 
to Manitoba took place. This year it 
has been possible to effect telephone 

connection as far east as Chicago. 


Dates for First Corn Show 


Dates for Alberta’s first corn show 
have been set for November 13 and 
14 at Medicine Hat. This year about 
100,000 acres of corn are being grown 
in Southern Alberta.

SIXTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Saturday, June 28, 1924, 


Growth of the new crop in practi- 
cally all parts of the province has 
been retarded by the cool weather of 
the past fortnight, and in many dis- 
tricts the grain has been almost at a 
standstill. The past week, however, 
has seen the advent of warmer weath- 
er, and during the past five days the 
crops have been brought to the stago 
where more rain is necessary to 
maintain healthy growth. This feat- 
ure of the situation is emphasized iu 
nearly all reports received, in some 
districts the need of moisture being 
urgent. 

The south-western part of the prov- 
ince has been favored with an abun- 
dance of rain during the past fort- 
night, and is to-day showing the 
most satisfactory conditions with 
respect to the growing ‘crops. South 
of Calgary to the internatidnal border 
rain has been general in nearly every 
locality. 

The south-eastern part of the prov- 
ince is still much jn need of rain, only 
local showers having visited this ter. 
ritory in the past two weeks. 

In the central and northern parts of 
the province the grain, though greatly 
retarded by the backward weather, 
{s showing a fairly healthy growth, 
and has been considerably benefitted 
by the belated warm weather, but is 
in need of rain at this date. Genaral 
rains will be needed over most of this 
territory within the next week if the 
grain is to continue satisfactory pro- 
gress. The crops in the Grande 
Prairie and Peace River districts 
show some improvement since last 
report, owing to showers of rain 
which visited these districts in that 
period, but further rains will be aeed- 
ed shortly. 

Frost occurred on several occas- 
fons since last report, and grain in 
some districts suffered slightly. Grass- 
hoppers have shown up seriously in 
some localities, but are well under 
control, and will ‘cause littla damage 


to grain. . 

The first cuttlig’ of alfalfa in the 
southern -districts is- now- under way, 
and the crop appears to be satisfac- 
tory. Pasturage is rather poor on 
account of lack of moisture.

PRESBYTERIAN GHURCH 


(By Mrs. H. R. McDougall) 

Before giving the history of this 
Presbyterian Church of Penhold upon 
its 22nd anniversary, I would like to 
thank Mesdames Lynes and Quantz, 
and Messrs. McKenzie and Martin for 
valuable information pertaining tothe 
events I am about to narrate, for, as 
most of you are aware, all papers, 
such as records and data that would 
have been helpful and accurate, were 
burned when the old manse was des- 
troyed by fire in 1908, while Rev. 
Simpson was in charge of the ministry 
at this place, so that memory is our 


only guide, and I find that certain 
characteristics of peoples make more 
lasting impressions on my mind than 
do names or dates. However, if at any 


time I am at fault in either, under- 
stand they are given subject to correc-— 
tion and will afford an opportunity for 
wholesome _ discussion during our 
social hour following this programme. 

Now, with your permission, I am 
going back a little further into the 
history of tne church than the exact 
date of the building and founding of 
same, as by church we mean not the 
building, but the people who, forming 
@ community, are desirous of main- 
taining services pertaining to the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. Before the 
building of the C. & E. railway in 
1891, our first settlers, who had come 
in by freighting in wagons, desired 
worship, and after the building of the 
old schoolhouse (now used as the Odd- 
fellows hall) in 1890, that desire was 
fulfilled when the Rev. Buchanan, an 
elderly man, coming down from Red 
Deer, held services in the schoolhouse 
on Sunday afternoons. Then followed 
Mr. Croxford in 1892-93, coming from 
Innisfail. 

Upon arrival in the place where 
Penhold now stands, then only boast- 
ing three buildings, namely, the 
schoolhouse, and the old Taylor house, 
now standing next the church and 
used as a granary by Lee Bros., and 
the Geo. Fleming home where J. M. 
Harte now resides, in 1894, naturally 
a lonely feeling swept over me, not 
seeing a church edifice, coming from a 
land where churches and «schools 
flourished everywhere. On the site 
now owned by the Misses Eyre, a log 
building stood, erected by Mr. Jack 
Fleming on his then homestead, and 
years afterwards bought for the manse 
which, one day while the minister and 
family were away visiting his church 
people, took fire and burned to the 
ground. The first Sabbath, October 
10, 1894, to be exact, upon which I at- 
tended church in Penhold, the pulpit 
was filled by a tall dark-complexioned 
young student, Mr. Dobbins by name, 
whom I remember as a forcible and 
earnest speaker, riding on horseback 
to three different flelds each Sunday 
when a handful of people gathered 
from scattered distances. Amongst 
those present that afternoon, I still see 
at church in the present day the 
Quantz’s, the Thos. Field family, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lynes (then newly married), 
the Johnston family (though many of 
the older ones have passed away), and 
others. Though not all of the Presby- 
terian faith, the whole countryside at-—

tended. 

‘Following Mr. Dobbins, a Mr. Shortt 
followed in turn by Mr. Spears, an or- 
dained minister stationed at Innisfail 
who officiated at the marriage of Miss 
Calhoun to Mr. Jas. Johnston in 1896 
—the first couple in our district to be 
married since our arrival. Then fol- 
lowed more students—Mr. Donnell in 
1897, Mr. Dide in 1898, Mr. Taylor 
in 1899, and Mr. Wright in 1900; home 
missionaries. I would like to tell you 
something of each: how these young 
boys came from good homes in the 
East to rough it out inthe West, stop- 
ping around from place to place, riding 
wild bronchos (you know how many 
owners delighted in selling or loaning 
these outlaws to the ‘“tenderfoots”, 
and how more than one of _ these 
students were able to hold miniature 
stampedes all their own), how they 
forded the Red Deer river to visit us 
who lived on the other side, but who, 
nevertheless, attended services here 
until such time as the log church in 
Ridgewood was built in 1901. Some- 
times they had to remain a week ow- 
ing to the sudden rising of the river; 
‘how they made themselves useful in 
the homes, churning butter, building 
fences, or whatever came to _ hand. 
Poor Mr. Dide had a weakness for 
stray dogs, and always had a following 
of such. His own life ended shortly 
after leaving here. But I must not 
stray, and time forbids my dwelling at 
any length on different individuals 
who helped make the _ church. Mr. 
Atkinson was the next incumbent, 
coming up from Innisfail. Then fol- 
lowed Mr. Chalmers in the latter part 
of 1900, continuing during 1901-02. 
Meanwhile, the Methodist church (now 
used as an implement house) had been 
built in 1901 and services were held 
there in the mornings by a Methodist 
minister, and in the evening by the 


Presbyterians. At this time the fleld 
embraced Hill End, Antler Hill and 
Clearview, beside Penhold. Years 


later it was disorganized and Ridge- 
wood, Penhold and Markerville made 
the stations. Then, as now, Presby- 
terians wished to have a church of 
their own, so Mr. Chalmers, of Bowden, 
undertook this venture. A _ lot was 
donated by Mr. Geo. Fleming, and the 
minister called a public meeting at Mr. 
Wm. Inglis’ home, where he was 
stopping, to consider the advisability 
of building a Presbyterian church, at 
which meeting only one beside him- 
self and Mr. Inglis, was present—Mr. 
A. D. McKenzie. However, nothing 
daunted, Mr. Chalmers started a sub- 
scription fund among the _ people, 
which met with a noble response, 
notably amongst those who first con— 
tributed being Messrs. Wm. Inglis, 
Wm. McDonald, Jas. White, A. Shields, 
D. MclIvor, Geo. Martin, sr. EB. Mc- 
Allister, Thos. Field, D. Bethune, A. 
D. McKenzie, Mr. Archibald, and 
others, and by borrowing from the 
church building fund, the structure 
was built where now standing in 1902. 
Mr. Robt. Leithead built the founda- 
tion, with some voluntary work such 
as mixing mortar, in which Mr. G. 
Martin, jr., helped, there being no 
ceremony upon the laying of the cor- 
ner stone. Mr. D. McIvor was given 
the contract of building; Mr. Martin, 
sr., the contract to furnish the pews 
from Graham's of Edwell, and so well 
was this done and the varnish and 
shellac so freely applied that we were 
unable to rise after our first seating 
without trying to take the seats with 
us—Mr. Martin, it seems, was deter- 
mined to keep in their places all who 
came to this church: even up to the 
present, on warm days, the pews have 
this failing. The Rev. Mr. Herdeman, 
of Calgary, Superintendent of Alberta 
Missions, formally opened the church 
in 1903, and although named after old 
Dr. Chalmers, of Scotland, our Mr. 
Chalmers, who was so faithful and 
untiring in his efforts to build this 
church, was probably the deciding 
factor in choosing its name, “Chalmers 
Presbyterian Church of Penhold.” 

Mr. Mitchell, a returned missionary, 
labored here for a short time in 1903 
and 1904, following Mr. Chalmers, and 
he also endeared himself to all. Then 
followed Rev. Mr. Ross. Those who 
knew not Mr. Ross missed a great 
friendship. A keen advocate of sports, 


he was aways present and played 
baseball with the boys: an_ adviser, 
friend and helper to them in every 


way. 

Meanwhile services were also held 
every Sunday in the Methodist church. 
Foremost to my mind appears Mr. 
West, from England, who lived where 
the Archie Fead family now reside. 
Mr. West and his family were noted 
musicians; also Mr. Bailey, another 
minister of great personality, a Meth- 
odist, who also preached in Ridge- 
wood near this time. Now, an organ 
for our church must be purchased, so 
Mr. Ross, Mr. MclIvor and Mr. Martin, 
sr., signed a note to the Red Deer 
Musical Co. for same, which was’ fin- 
ally redeemed by the Ladies’ Ajd : {of 
which Society Mrs. R. A. Johnston, 
now of Ottawa, deserving special men- 
tion for her unselfish attitude and un- 


\tiring zeal, was the President at’ the 


time) in 1905, at which date “little” 


| Mr. Simpson, as he’ was. designated, 


took charge of the ministry here and 
the log-house, aforesaid, purchased 
for the manse for him and his bride, 
He held the pastorate for several 
years, sustaining the loss of his home 
by fire in 1909.. Contributions were 
taken up and he built a new house, 
but differences had arisen, and instead 
of keeping it as a manse, he sold 
privately and left for the East where, 
I believe, he is in the ministry in On- 
tario. He and his wife were univer- 
sally liked, and he was a gifted and 
eloquent speaker. Next followed Rev. 
Mr. Potter in 1919, to be followed in 
turn by Rev. McKay, who brought a 
barrel full of sermons along, but did 
not stay-long enough to use them all. 
Then Mr. Fuller succeeded him, and 
was a bright and energetic speaker 
and a good singer. Then in 1911 and 
1912 we had Rev. Mr. Gosling, and ‘the 
territory, as aforesaid, was divided and 
altered somewhat. At this time the 
Rev. Mr. Brown, of Red Deer, who is 
with us this evening, was the Moder- 
ator, and always then as now advised 
and helped us in all our difficulties. 
Mr. Gosling was a gentle mild-man- 
nered man with a charming wife who 
often delighted us with her singing of 
solos in the church. They resided 
across the riverin Ridgewood as no 
building for a manse was obtainable 
at that time, but the Penhold bridge 
had been built in 1908, so the crossing 
was not the hardship of previous 
years. Then came Mr. Scott, the 
singer, who came in 1912-13, and we 
used to say he was a whole concert in 
himself. Then, as now, we were al- 
ways busy getting up entertainments, 
giving suppers, etc., to raise revenue, 
and the Ladies’ Aid were always active 
—the backbone of the church. Now 
comes Rev. Mr. Rowatt, a father-in- 
law of Rev. Mr. Brown; a dear old 
soul, staying for the summer of 1913. 
Then followed in 1918-14 Mr. Wilson, 
an elderly man, who was instrumental 
in purchasing the present manse 
which was located on a lot next Wm. 
Henderson's home; $500 was the price, 
and a foundation laid beside the church 
preparatory to the moving it thers 
During his ministry, the final debt on 
the church building was paid and th: 
mortgage burned, Mrs. T. Stewart 
lighting the paper, with a public cere- 
mony at a church function, the Ladies’ 
Aid again being factors in this accom- 
plishment. Then followed Mr. Samuels, 
who batched in the manse, and if 
truth must be told, was inclined to be 
indolent, and the congregation dimin- 
ished. Following him came another 
elderly man, Rev. Mr. Mason, in 1915, 
a “Hieland man”, who gave us as fine 


sermons, although old ones, written 
when he was a young man, as one 
would care to listen to. The Sunday 


School flourished under his guidance. 

The Methodist church was discon- 
tinued in Fenhold a little later, in the 
year 1916, I think. 

Then the great war broke out in 
1914 and Mr. Brooker, an Englishman, 
and his family, were sent here, and now 
the manse building was moved to its 
present site with most of the debt 
still upon it. Might I mention the 
moving, which was accomplished by 
farmers, notably Messrs. W. R. Mc- 
Dougall, Wm. Douglas, E. Brooker and 
E. Falkner, furnishing teams and 
themselves gratuitously to the service, 
while the Ladies’ Aid served a hot 
dinner in the church. Mr. Brooker re— 
mained until 1919 when the debt was 
paid on the manse. 

Mr. Fulton and Mr. McGinnis fol- 
lowed respectively, each remaining 
only a short time, but their clever ad- 
dresses and personalities made a 
strong impression on the people of 
Penhold. Then followed Mr. Frazer, 
another Scotchman, who was _ here 
during the flu epidemic, and church 
was closed for a period, and the at- 
tendance was not large at any time 
during his ministry. 

Then our own Mr. Herbison, an 
Irishman, was with us until 3921. He 
and his family still visit Penhold fre- 
quently. Great improvements were 
made in the manse during his and Mr. 
Allen’s ministry. Then Rev. Mr. Allen 
and wife came up from Innisfail and 
remained during 1922, he having to 
close church for a period owing to his 
poor health. Last year, or in 1923, our 
present Mt. McAllister (Scotch) and 
his Irish wife came amongst us. Thus 
totalling twenty ministers who have 
officiated here since our church was 
founded twenty-two years ago. Mr. 
McAllister, by his tact and con- 
vincing manner and untiring work 
among the young people, is drawing 
more and more into the church. May 
we continue to support and sustain 
him, and I will close by echoing the 
wish of all present for a happy con- 
tinuance of his residence amongst us, 
and speedy recovery to health and 
strength of our minister's wife, Mrs. 
McAllister.

A special meeting of the Red Deer 
branch of the Social Service Council 
was held on Tuesday evening, June 24, 
in. the Baptist church. The first busi- 
ness of the meeting was to agree to 
re-organize the forces represented in 
the Council, as the Provincial Council 
was re-organized at the convention 
last fall with a revised constitution 
and under the name of the Alberta 
Prohibition Association. The follow- 
ing officers of the Association were 
then elected:— 

President—A. W. Martin 

Vice-President—A. J. Goodey 

Secretary—L. J. Porter 

Treasurer—A. H. Hepworth 
' Executive Committee—All the min- 
isters of the local church, together 
with the senior officer of the Salvation 
Army, to be invited to act as members 
of the executive; the locan branch of 
the W.C.T.U. to be invited to appoint 
two of its members as representatives 
on the executive. These, with the 
officers, to be given power to add to 
their number of the executive if they 
so decide. 

The opinion of the meeting was that 
the present experience was a blessing 
in disguise so far as the cause of pro- 
hibition is concerned. The attitude of 
the meeting is well expressed in the 
following resolution, which was unan- 
imously adopted:— 

In the matter of the government sale 
of liquor and the private sale of beer, 
which is the answer of the government 
to the majority vote for Clause D in 
the referendum on November 6 last, 
we wish to take adyantage of this first 
meeting of the Red Deer branch of the 
Prohibition Association to make cer- 
tain observations: 

(1) It is our intention. as it will be 
our effort, to obey the present law, 
because it is the law of the country of 
which we are citizens. This we willdo 
not because we approve of the law, of 
which, as a matter of fact, we disap- 
prove, but because we believe obed- 
fence to law is one of the first require— 
ments of good citizenship. 

(2) We wish to call the attention of 
the people to the vigorous protests of 
the Moderation League last November 
against the return of the open bar; to 
their claim to be the true temperance 
party whose aim was to reduce drunk- 
enness, to abolish the bootlegger, to 
reduce taxation and generally to pro- 
mote the moral, social and economic 
welfare of the people of the province. 
On the strength of these representa- 
tions, all of which we, as prohibition- 
ists, denied, a majority of the people 
voted for Clause D. The proof of the 
pudding is in the eating, and we shall 
watch with interest the progress of 
events under the present law to de- 
monstrate the truth or otherwise of 
the aforesaid promises. 

(3) Our reason for not taking ad- 
vantage of the local option provision 
in the present Act was. because it 
seemed to us that the vote was taken 
on a provincial issue, and while the 
people in Central Alberta, in this dis- 
trict and in this city, gave a substan- 
tial majority in favor of prohibition, 
We are forced to submit in this com- 
munity to eight places in which lquor 
can be bought, four of which, in our 
opinion, are the open bar revived, the 
price of which we fear will be paid in 
blighted lives and ruined homes. 

(4) We wish to take advantage of 
this opportunity to re-assert our faith 
in the total prohibition of the manu- 
facture, importation and sale of liquor 
for beverage purposes, as the ultimate 
and only successful method of dealing 
with the evils of the organized lMquor 
traffic. To this end we propose to con- 
tinue a steady and thorough campaign 
of education, setting forth the evils of 
the use of alcohol to the individual, to 
the nation and to the race; to secure 
the complete control by the province 
of every aspect of the enforcement of 
the prohibitory law when a majority 
uf the people shall declare their faith 
in this principle, and to this pro- 
gramme we set our hand with confi- 
dence in its ultimate triumph, believ- 
ing this to be for the greatest good of 
the greatest number of the people of 
our own and future generations,

J, A. Carswell gave a short address 
on Irriday last, at the Rotary Club, on 
the great Convention of Rotary Inter- 
national held at Toronto on June 16th 
to 20th, which he attended while in 
the east. 

Before he spoke of Rotary matters, 
he remarker that Saskatchewan, Man- 
itoba and Ontario were all as late as 
iAlberta, and furnaces were still in use 
in the houses in Ontario when he ar- 
rived there. The spring had been 
backward and cold, although nice 
weather prevailed from the fifth or 
sixth of June. He also said that Red 
Deer seemed as prosperous as any 
place he visited outside of the cities. 

He said it has now been conceded 
that the Convention was the greatest 
ever held by Rotary International and 
was a big feather in the cap of. Tor- 
onto, where ‘hundreds of Rotarians 
worked like nailers for months to 
make it a success, and they succeeded 
beyond their greatest expectations. 

Ten thousand Rotarians gathered 
from every part of the civilized 
world came to Toronto toenjoy them- 
selves, 

‘The streets of the city were bright 
with flags and bunting, and every 
store-keeper, and even the car con- 
ductors, police, draymen and other 
citizens, greeted us with a welcome 
and a smile. 

Out at Exhibition Park thousands 
thronged the buildings and grounds, 
making a unique city bustling with 
life and energy. 

Every available hotel room and hun- 
dreds of residences and homes were 
filled with visitors, and even four 
large vessels were used as floating 
residences for the visitors on the 
water, and both at the exhibition 
grounds and down town hundreds 
more were accommodated in sleeping 
cars, 

While the largest part of the dele 
gates came from the United States 
and Canada, there were more than 
100 official representatives from the 
Rotary Clubs of Great Britain. In 
fact, every nation of the British Em- 
pire was represented with the excep- 
tion of India. 

‘Emphasizing the international char- 
acccer of Rotary is the fact that dele- 
gates were present from clubs in 
France, Spain, Italy, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Norway, Cuba, Mexico, Panama, 
Porto Rico, Uruquay, Peru, New Zea- 
land, Australia, China, Japan, Philli- 
pine Islands and Hawali. In point of 
membership the British Empire takes 
second place to the United States, 
with more than 15,000 Rotarians, orga- 
nized in about 250 clubs throughout 
the Empire. 

Monday was Assembly and Regis- 
tration day,no business sessions being 
held, but great crowds of enthusiastic 
Rotarians were arriving hourly from 
all parts. The British delegation 
arrived in the early morning, followed 
closely by two other shiploads from 
the Eastern States, and trainload after 
trainload pulled in at the Union 
Station to pour out hundreds and still 
more hundreds almost every hour of 
the day, and. hundreds of auto loads 
came in from the United: States, until 
by nightfall there was nearly a com- 
plete attendance of delegates on hand.
